On 
or about the let of April 1$58* this office war advised that farther 
expenditure of funds in support of the *C* e*t*er« vaa being terminated 
insofar m Project Headquarters tree ooaeerned. This decision was 
baaed on tiae phasing which appeared now to fall beyond a reasonable 
eparation date for Project Headquarters* It was alao baaed e® the 
general tightening of KID funds within arojeot Headquarters. The 
tfSpy was given fill responsibility for the decision as to whether or 
not the *C* configuration effort would be continued, and if it was to 
be continued, it would be funded solely with Air force dollars. Sub- 
sequent to Consultation with Colonel Arthur Smith, Hq BSAF, Colonel 
Cable, Directorate of Operations, Bj TBAF, AflC, and other groups of 
people believed to be qualified to express an opinion regarding this 
wee pea, the fallowing decisions were made* 

1. lamed lately stop all work by both contractors, Perkin-Elmer 
Corporation and Hjycoa Corporation. 

f. Commence a 6-we«k detailed evaluation of the present *C* 
•«nflgurutl<na with a view of a detailed analysis being made subsequent 
to 15 my 1958, This evaluation effort was funded to the extent of 
approximately $45»OCO.CO,
